The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mal<ing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 7-13 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

There is no enabling description of first and second sealing annuli. There is no 
enabling disclosure of a pin valve coincident with the valve axis of rotation which can 
communicate with both a blank and a conduit since the axis of rotation is fixed at the 
axis of rotation of the rotor. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 7-13 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 recites a valve axis of rotation which defines a rotary body. The only 
rotary body of the disclosed embodiment is the rotor. The claims further recites that the 
axis of rotation of the rotor is "one of parallel and coincident with the axis of rotation of 
said isolation valve", which calls for an axis of rotation parallel to itself. 

No comparison of the claims and the Prior Art will be made at this time since the 
claims cannot be understood.
